1 hopo that those who 
have liad the advaiitatjo of education at 
this hi^h school will nlwiiys look back to 
it with feelings of pride and affoction. 
Wild can say what bouofita arisu to the 
wliulu coniinnnity from tho training i;ivun 
huru. Tills tmuiing f^ives a tnste for 
know lodge ; it gives an incentive to con- 
tinue to hu sttiduiita after leavinj?, mid 
the practical subjocts taught will lit the 
student for the soriuus duties of life. I 
say that the parlakors of tho boiielita of 
thu school system should value these 
privilegca. Yiiu nil know that the 
hcIiooIh (if this provincu cost tho country a 
v(uy largo Hiiiii. This sum, including the 
working of tho schools, tho expenses and 
buildings, will be near $135,000. Now 
Ibis is a largo amount for our aniall po])U- 
lalioii, and it is felt by tho supporters of 
thu syslciii that both parents and chil- 
dren Hhdiild make the most of their lul- 
vaiitagd.H. 1 cannot but contrast in my 
mind tliu schiiol systoins of to-day and 
tluisu when 1 was a liuy. At that time in 
the (lid ciiiiiitry thero wore of course, as 
now, the .splendid public achoola wliiidi 
have done ao iiiiicli for tho youth of Eng- 
land, but tlieae were boyoiid tho masses of 
the people. Outside there were private 
.schools (jf various degrees of merit, or no 
merit, such as ftlr. iS(picer3' acadoiiiy, 
and for tho luaaaos the national schools, 
scattered sparsely over the land. These 
generally gave a very small degreo of 
education, and very little of it. 
They were in .fact little bet- 
ter than what wore known as 
the "Daiiiu .Scliodl." These wore the 
only schools in many Cdiuitry places, .and 
were kupt by old woiiion who did knit- 
ting and taught, and who, when I ho (jliil- 
(Iren came in reading to a long word, and 
hesitated, used to tell tlunii to "skip the 
gentry ' — but those daj-a arc piis.'ied, the 
schoiilmaster stalks through tlio land, and 
111 liritish Cdluinliia, every child 
a splendid oducation entirely 
flee. 1 luuKt hefiire closing c.x|)ri!Ss my 
belief that the principals and teach- 
ers (if this school are worthy (if all pi.-ii.so. 
Thoy must thoroughly uadorstHiid their 
work, and what is bettor, know how to 
thoroughly apply it, otherwise wo should 
not see such good results, for which 1 
heartily coiigiatulate and tliank them. 
1 shall now present tho medal. 1 see it 
has been won by Master Francis Oibb.s. 1 
may say he has doubly won it, lor ho was 
bend of the school at Christmas, 1887, 
and also head again in .June, 1888. His 
position in June entitles him to the medal. 
Indeed, the medal should have boon pre- 
sented then. I notice beyond this that 
ho is commended by tho touchers for do- 
])drtment and industry. I am sure, Master 
tiibbs, this is a very high character. Your 
pdsitidii to-day is a most liajipy one. 
You are young, and have, I lio)ie, many 
happy years before you. 1 trust you will 
continue to excel. Wisdom and learning 
are excellent things. They may, wliun 
you go out into the world, help you per- 
haps to get riches, but do not forgot that 
there are much better things than riches.

It was supposed at one timo that Hio 
French Copper Combine would become 
exceedingly powerful and would regulato 
tho pricu of copper all over the world for 
a great many yoara to come. It bought up 
the output (if the princiiml copper niinoa 
ill every country in both hemiaplieres and 
ihoao that it did not absorb wore too in- 
^S^'ificant to be worth considering. After 
the combine had commenced its opera- 
tions, what was expected and feared, hap- 
pened. Tho price of copper everywhere 
wont up, but something that was not ex- 
pected happunod too. Tho consumption 
of copper diminshed to a very coii.sidtn-- 
able extent. Everyone who cnuld do 
without copper rcfraiiiud fidui |inrcliHHiiiu 
while it Wiis very dear or found aomu- 
thing else lliaL aiiHWc rod liia purpose al- 
most if not ultngether as well. Tbo ciui- 
sofpiencu is that the indicate hiia much 
more copper on its hands than it kn'i« 8 
what to do with, and private firms which 
bought freely calculating upon n Btili 
further riso in the market hnd 
themselves overloaded. The S3nulicato, 
it' it desire.i to keep alloat, wliicli of 
coiirao it (loos, uui.st either greatly limit 
tho priiduclidii or Imvur tliu prico. It 
will, perhaps, bo foiced to do liolb. Us 
]iower of Icsseiiing the supply i.s, if we are 
not niisiiiforiiiod, limited liy its contracts 
with tho mines. Jt has Ixmiid it.solf Lo 
lake a certain quantity anmmlly from ciu h 
mine fur the term ot its agreement, and 
of course tho mining companies will keep 
it to the letter of its btmd; If tho piice 
goes down the profits of tho combine will 
becomo gradually less if they do not dis- 
appear altogetber. Then tho small niines 
that are not in the ring, when tiinus 
w(!re good and prices high, increased tludr 
(i|ierationa ami in that way helped to 
bring on a glut in the copper market. If 
all accounts aro true tho iiositioii of the 
eopporayndicato ia,at the [iresent moiiieiit 
not very pluaaant and its proaiiects are 
not as bright ns they might bo. The Icason 
to be learned from thoprosent crisis is that 
oven the most powerful ooiiibiiiatlons can- 
not for any length of time controveiio the 
laws of trade with impunity. Thoso laws 
like nature's, aro inoxorahlo. Tlmao wh„ 
violate thciii aro certain to bu imniahud 
sooner or later, and the punislmiont is 
coiiiniunsnmte with thu offoncu, Tim 
trusts, and rings, and combines that have 
boon fornibd to raise prices and to kou?) 
do" coniputitiou may appear to flouri.sb 
for a time, hut their proapurity is certain 
not to bo porinanent, Thoy aro founded

Pure air and proper food are the funda- 
mental points ill the cftrc of the sick ; the 
two pillars of good uursiug on wliieli the 
whole siructnrc rest.t. If these lire withheld, 
all else thatcaii lie done Ls like pouring water 
ill a sieve— a little clings while the V,icalcr 
piiil is lost. When these an: I'ivcii. iiianv 
minor details that are usually iii-'-istcd iipnii 
as of great iiiipm-lauee may be overlooked or 
omitted, willmut Hcrious deiriment to Ihe 
suH'erer. To the supertieial observer they 
may seem easy things to furnish, but iiuv 
pbystcinn willi a lai:go practii-v will testify 
that he has more or less dillieiiltv iu obtaiii- 
iiig them for his patients under tlie most fa- 
vorable circuiii.sianccs. In many eases, even 
wilh iiii'essaiil watcli' iilness on "his part, he 
cannot he sure that in his absence they are 
provided in proper quantities and coiilinii- 
iiusly. In order to hav« pure air the most 
scMi]iiiliuis ilcuiiliiiess must prevail in ilic 
sick room, all the su ^rl)UlKlilll^s of ibc invalid 
must be spotlessly iik'iit and fresh. 'I'o keep 
them so reiiiiircs no small ainniint of care and 
ingcniiilv nil ilic part of the nurse, ami all 
her kiinwlcilge will In.' neeilcil lo do it with- 
oiil disliirbiiig and irritating her charge. It 
is evident, then, that pure air involvesmiich 
iiime than the mere labor of opening and 
shutting a window. 

'i'o ^)rovide proper food for a. sick person it 
is indispensable that the nurse should know 
soiiietliiiig of the ellect of dillerent tonus of 
food on the liuiiiau system ; what kinds arc 
best adapted to repair the waste of disease, 
and how they can ho adniiniHtcred to obt^iin 
the best result. Milk, for insUmee, which is 
the staple article of diet for most persons 
sullering from serious illnes.s, may be so given 
as to be imsitively injurious instead of bciie- 
lieial. Allhoiigh" it is a liipiid, when swal- 
lowed, the acliun of the gastric juice in the 
slomacli turns il into a solid curd, like soft 
bliinc mange. This must be again convcrli d 
into a liipiid before it can be aiisorbcd to add 
iu the nourishiiieiit of the body. If lou much 
is given at once a mass of e'lird is formed 
wliiidi is more than tlie stomach can take care 

of in lis WDakeiicil condition. It digests very 
slowdy, or mil ut all, and causes d is; mii fui t 
and ojipression if itis nut rejected altogether, 
exhuusiiug instead of nourishing the patient.

The 
teachora were overworked in Victoria, 
and no one could call it fair to require 
men of education and rotinoment to bo- 
come Veritable slavos^iu their work, and 
receive in return sol.'xries lower than the 
wages of many mochanios. Another 
thing ho wished to comment upon was 
the fact that tho ITigh School curriculum 
loads to nowhere. It has no definite go»l 
which students may aim to roach. There 
should 1)0, the speaker thought, some de- 
gree or distinction, which the completion 
of the High School course would win. 
He had Umg advocated a university, but 
did not think ho Would ever see one 
unless those who woro so anxious 
to see tho university a thing of reality, 
ceased to talk about it and took some ac- 
tion. Ho thought that sonio wealthy 
jiroperty owners might come forward and 
donate 15 or 20 acres o{ land for a univer- 
sity site; the city would then conio for- 
ward and erect the buildings and tho gov- 
ernment would no doubt follow with a 
generous grant. Instead of talking so 
much on the quoHtioti, if certain men were 
at onee apjiointod a board of goverr.ors, 
and go to work at once wo miglit have a 
university in a few years. Ho would not 
bo surprised to see 100 students in at- 
tendaiiee, live years after the establiah- 
iiieiit of our univoraity. 

Kev. Mr. Mcfiao spoke for a few mo- 
ments, touching upon the same msttor 
that Rov.'Mr. McLcod had, especially in 
reference to jotirnalism. He, too, thought 
that the "journals" of the ))upila reod by 
two of their number, could teach much of 
the ethics of journalism to the press of to- 
day.
